A Unified Message for 
Prom and Graduation Parties 

1. Teens Can Party Without Alcohol 


Parents play 

a major role in their 
children’s choices about 
alcohol, tobacco or other 
drugs. In a recent national 
survey of parents and teens 
by the National Center on 
Addiction and Substance 
Abuse at Columbia 
University, one-third of 
teen partygoers have been 
to parties where teens 
were drinking alcohol, 
smoking marijuana, or 
using cocaine, ecstasy or 
prescription drugs while a 
parent was present. By age 
17, nearly half (46 percent) 
of teens have been at such 
parties where parents were 
present. 

Drug-Free Action 
Alliance and Owsley 
County Drug Awareness are 
working together to bring 
the Parents Who Host, Lose 
The Most: Don’t be a party 
to teenage drinking public 
awareness campaign to 
Owsley County to provide 
parents good information 
about the health risks and 
the legal consequences 
of providing alcohol to 
youth. The campaign 
encourages parents and 
the community to send a 
unified message at prom 
and graduation time that 
teen alcohol consumption 
is not acceptable. 

Hosting a prom 
or graduation party where 
alcohol is available to 
underage youth is illegal 
and can pose serious health 
risks and legal ramifications 
for everyone involved. 
Parents should understand 
that taking away the car 
keys does not solve all of 
the problems related to 
underage drinking. Every 
day at least six youth under 
21 die from non-driving 
alcohol-related causes, 
such as drowning and 
suicide; sexual activity and 
delinquent behaviors also 
increase with underage 
drinking. There are many 
heath-related consequences 



of youth consuming alcohol 
including negative effects 
on brain development, 
deviant behavior including 
stealing and skipping 
school and a greater risk 
of becoming alcohol- 
dependant later in life. 

Parents who 

knowingly allow a person 
under age 21 to remain 
on their property while 
consuming or possessing 
alcoholic beverages can be 
prosecuted and face a jail 
sentence, fines and loss of 
property. 


Adults providing 
alcohol to underage youth 
send a mixed message 
and can only add to a 
teenager’s confusion 
about the acceptability of 
drinking. They are also 
sending the message to 
teens that they do not have 
to obey the law. Research 
shows that most teenagers 
appreciate it when their 
parents set boundaries 
and establish expectations 
that are fairly enforced. 
Our youth deserve to live 
and grow to adulthood 
in an environment where 
alcohol is not misused. 
Let’s be unified in our 
message, and host alcohol- 
free parties with plenty of 
fun activities to show our 
youth that we care about 
their future.

Kentucky Deserves Better Than 
Petty Partisan Politics in 
Dealing with Road Plan 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (March 21, 2014) - We 
are nearing the end of the 2014 Regular Session, and, 
much like the week, before controversy hangs over the 
House because of procedures used to pass Kentucky’s 
road plan and how to pay for it. 

On Tuesday, members of the House Committee 
on Appropriations and Revenue received a revised 
version of Governor Beshear’s proposed road plan 
and budget less than 15 minutes before the start of the 
meeting, meaning legislators had only a few minutes 
to review a document more than 220 pages long before 
a vote was called. 

The three bills dealing with the 
Commonwealth’s road plan for the next six years, and 
how to pay for it, were brought to the House floor mere 
hours later. The entire body did not receive copies of 
the bills until close to noon on Tuesday, again giving 
precious little time to review the proposals and seek 
feedback from constituents. 

As the bill was being discussed on the House, 
it was discovered that the majority of road projects 
in districts represented by Republicans had been 
removed. All in all, more than $2.7 billion in highway 
construction over the next six years had been stricken 
from the Governor’s original plan, including some 
recently awarded and scheduled to begin construction 
in the next few months. 

The reason for this is simply political 
retaliation for those of us who stood against raising 
taxes on Kentuckians by voting no on increasing the 
gas tax. The General Assembly made a promise to 
you in 2008 that when the wholesale price of gasoline 
when down, Kentucky’s gas tax would also decrease. 
In fact, that happened at the end of 2013 when our gas 
tax decreased by 1.5 cents per gallon. 

All of us in the House are elected to represent 
roughly the same number of people, around 44,000 
per district. The actions taken in the House to strip 
projects to make our roadways safer and more efficient 
in selected areas is nothing more than political pettiness 
and partisan retribution. 

The people of our great Commonwealth 
deserve better than the immature attitude of those who 
control the budget process, and I encourage you to 
contact House Democrat leadership and demand they 
act in the best interest of all of Kentucky. Perhaps 
someday all of us in the House, no matter what 
political party we belong to, can work together in a 
spirit of bipartisanship, instead of operating in a way 
once reflected in the words of Nancy Pelosi, “You have 
to pass the bill to see what’s in it.” 

Next week is the final full week of the session, 
and it is expected the budget bill and bills dealing with 
our roadways will head to a conference committee 
of House and Senate leaders to hopefully reach an 
agreement.

RUSSIA’S NEXT MOVE? (21 MAR 14) 

Three weeks ago I wrote in this column about the Russia 
invasion of the Ukraine and how it could be a precursor to 
the invasion of Israel described in Ezekiel 38-39. The reason 
it could be putting the puzzle pieces together to fulfill that 
prophecy is because Gomer invades with Russia and her allies 
(Ezekiel 38:6) and the Biblical Gomer has the same borders 
as present day Ukraine, to include Crimea. The 

straightest line by land from Russia to Israel an army would 
need to travel through Georgia, Turkey and Syria. Turkey, the 
Biblical Togarmah, is also in the alliance of invading nations 
(Ezekiel 38:6). If Russia takes a more easterly route, going 
through Iran instead of Turkey, then the path would also take 
them through Armenia and Azerbaijan. Iran, the Biblical 
Persia, is one of the invaders as well (Ezekiel 38:5). 

So how does the Russian invasion of 
Crimea play into all this? The Ukraine (Gomer) will invade 
Israel with Russia at some future date. The Ukraine must 
either be allies of Russia or part of Russia herself. It appears 
as the latter is coming tme. 

As I write this, around noon on March 21 st . Russia has yet 
to send her troops into the Ukraine beyond Crimea. Russia 
not attempting to take more of the Ukraine seems unlikely. 
With Russia annexing some of the Ukraine it also is unlikely 
that the Ukraine would join Russia in an invasion of another 
country unless the Russian flag is flying over Kiev. History 
tells us that once military giants start taking over the little 
guys next door they normally don’t stop at one. This does not 
bode well for Georgia, Armenia or Azerbaijan. 

There may be others on Russia’s hit list as well. 
In the prophecy of Ezekiel 38 the list of invaders ends with 
the words, “and many people with thee.” Therefore, other 
nations than those listed will be involved Russia already has 
a small military presence in Moldova on the southwest side 
of the Ukraine. There is more than just land at stake here. 
Russia could do a lot to cripple the US economy. Russia is 
the largest oil producer in the world and oil is traded in US 
dollars. What would happen if Russia would start excepting 
payment for her oil with anything but the dollar, such as gold 
or even mbles? The American and world economy would 
enter into chaos. President Reagan won the cold 

war by collapsing the Soviet economy by forcing her to keep 
up in the arms race. Don’t think for one minute the Russians 
didn’t leam something about economic warfare from being 
on the losing side of that one. The Bible tells us half way 
through the future tribulation period the Antichrist will 
establish a mark for everyone to have in order to buy or sell. 
A world currency will be established; the world’s economy 
will be in a mess and these measures will be an attempt to 
fix it (Revelation 13:16-18). Things needed to be done on the 
world stage, alliances formed and crisis take shape. America 
of past generations would not have accepted an Antichrist, 
but the moral, spiritual, economic and political climate of 
America today is much more antagonistic to the beliefs and 
ideas of her founders and more exceptive to the ideals of a 
new world order. 

Political alliances between nations, such as between 
Russia and Iran have been formed, the rise of Europe also 
needed to be developed. The events in the Ukraine, the fall 
of the American dollar, the rise of terrorism and even the 
catastrophic natural disasters we have been experiencing the 
last few decades are all things that need to occur for the end 
time events to come to pass.
